Lower, Too. 
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OFFERS AN ALIBI 
AT RUM TRIAL 


Principal interest in the trial of the 
$1,000,000 Sibley booze robbery case

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BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

Diminishing birth rate again is 
causing much lugubrious shaking of 
heads among the experts. 

Vital statisti¢s for 1922, received yes- 
terday from the census bureau, showed 
the cradle and the perambulator still 
declining as part of the household 
equipment, though a larger part of 
the population is married than ten, 
twenty, or thirty years ago. 

In 1920 about 60 per cent of both 
sexes, 15 years of age and over were 
married, while back in 1890 it stood 
55.3 per cent. Also there is a marked 


increase in the proportion of marriages 
among the younger element, of the 
ages of 19 to 25. 


1922, as against 24.3 in 1921 
in 1920. In 1915 and 1916, 

the rate stood 25. 
the other hand, the death rate In 


births over deaths—has not changed 
much numerically in the. last few 
years. 

For every 1,000 of population there 
were 11.9 deaths in 1922, as against

For two weeks the flyers waited on 
the barren island of Unalaska, hoping 
that Martin and Harvey would soon 


eatch up with them. Here, while the 


“ willie-waws” howled, the boys had 
an opportunity to see something of 
life in one of the most remote places 
under the American flag. Between 
hunting and fishing trips, waiting 
eagerly for radio messages from the 
ships that were out searching for the 
lost aviators, playing tennis in the 
snow, attending an all night Easter 
gervice in the little Russian church 
at Unalaska, and protecting their 
planes from the gales, they wrote their 
first long letters home. 

“They say that Terra De) Fuege, 
Labrador and Greenland are the bleak- 
est and most inhospitable places in 
the world,”” wrote Henry Ogden, who 
was fiying with Leigh Wade in the 
Boston. “Buf I don't see how they 
could be more forlorn than these Aleu- 
tian islands. Human beings don’t live 
up here, they merely exist. We are

Mr. Strauss’ trading post are located. 
All whaling ships on their way to the 
Arctic ocean make this their headquar- 
ters.

RAISE THE PAY FOR POSTAL 
WORKERS. 


Low pay and good postal service cannot stick 
together much longer. Twenty thousand postal 
workers resigned last year. That is a high turn- 
over for civil service jobs. 

If the senate overrides the President's veto of 
last June on the postal salary increase bill it wil! 
be better for the mail service, fairer to the work- 
ers, and the President probably will not care much. 

Under present pay scales a postal clerk or 

carrier must work from four and a half to eight 
years before he can get a maximum salary of 
$1,800 a year. It costs $1,000 to train a now man. 
If 20,000 postal workers every year decide that a 
maximum of $1,800 is not worth staying for, that 
means a cost of something like $20,000,000 in 
training new men to take their places. That cost 
alone, distributed as a pay increase to the entire 
force of 300,000 men, would add $66 to their gal- 
artes. 
‘ An average increase of $300 is required by the 
bill, and that is none too much. It will be saved 
in mail efficiencies and in industrial justice. Men 
with families and steady on the job will find $2,100 
a year about the minimum limit for American liv- 
ing. And the mafis should be handled by respon- 
sibje men with families and steady on the job.

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| SUNSHINE, OPEN AIR AND 


HEALTH. 

HIS article is taken in its entirety 

from Leonard Hill's “ Sunshine ani 

Open Air.” No man has contrib- 

uted more to the study of ventila- 
tion than has Leonard Hill. Pfhlugge, 
Pelton, Kofer, Bouchard, and their group 
left us with a great deal of wrong in- 
formation on the subject of ventilation. 
It is difficult to understand the theories 
which the British developed out of the 
fatalities of the Black Hole of Calcutta 
in the light of what Leonard Hill later 
demonstrated. Whatever Leonard Hill 
says about climate, weather, sunlight, 
venfilation, heating, and clothing is worth 
while. 


> 

“The clothing should be the lightest 
which can be borne without the wearer 
being pinched and blue or shivering witn 
cold. It should not be so heavy as to 
reduce the heat production of the body 
to a low level when resting, or to cause 
stagnation and consequent disinclination 
to exércise when walking. The more 
vigorous the exercise the lighter should 
be the clothing, a fact recognized by all 
athletes. To work in a shirt open at 
the neck, with bare arms; or better, 
stripped to the waist and with ‘ shorts’ 
and boots only is the proper plan of 
dress for warm weather, or for the trop- 
ics, the skin, of course, first submitted 
to pigmentation by graduated exposures 
and so made immune to sunburn. 

“ Most town people in Britain arising 
from sedentary employment and start- 
ing out in winter for open air exercise, 
feel the cold outside and put on over- 
coats, 
exercise, which may incrtase their heat 
production by five times or more, and 
then are burdened by overclothing and 
slacken in their rate of walking. This 
is a mistaken habit. It does no harm 
to go out and feel cold until warmed by 
exercise; the impulsion to vigorous éx- 
ercise does good. It is only the old 
and feeble who require very warm 
clothing; those whose fire of life can- 
not be fanned up by vigorous exercise 
and exposure, 

‘“ Babies and children nowadays are 
very often grossly overclothed and the 
natural vigor of their bodies thereby 
weakened. The writer came across the 
case of a child of wealthy parents who 
were terrified of its catching cold and 
were having it treated at various guineas 
a dose with an anti-cold vaccine.

The treatment should be repeated once a 
week until the worms cannot be found in the 
stool. 

Salt water can be used in place of quassia 
infusion.

Mrs. G. 8S. writes: I am 27 years old 
and subject to quinsy sore. throat. I 
have been told since childhood to have 
tonsils removed, but I am afraid. 

Is this operation dangerous at my age? 
Will they give me ether or chloroform? 
If they would give me ether I would not 
hésitate to have them removed. 

I saw recently in your column some- 
thing about removing the tonsils by the 
death ray. 

REPLY. 

If you have frequent attacks of quinay, 
your tonsile should be attended to. Quinay 
is dangerous. The abscesses sometimes open 
to vital organs. Death may result from chok- 
ing or pus infection. 

Your tonsils can be removed with a reason- 
able degree of safety. While there is some 
danger of serigus hemorrhage it is trivial 
as compared with the danger from the pus 
deep in the tissues of your neck. 

You can have any kind of anesthesia you 
insist on. 

Not many physicians are equipped to re- 
move tonsils by radiation and are expe- 
rienced in that work.

WITH COOLIDGE 


Would Boost Rates on All 
but First Class Postage 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 11.—{By 
Associated Press.]—Postmaster Gen- 
eral New will advise congresr that the 
way to raise enough revenue to meet 
proposed increases in postal pay is to 
increase the rates on practically all 
classes of postal service except letter 
mail. 

Such increases would involve more 
postage on newspapers and periodicals, 
a subject of many heated fights in con- 
gress through many administrations, 
and also would be distributed through- 
out the fabric of the postal service, 
so that under the plan they would be 
absorbed by the public generally. 


To Confer with Coolidge. 


At the request of the senate postof- 
fice committee, the postmaster genera! 
is about to conclude a survey showing 
how the ‘additional revenue may be 
brought in, and this week he will dis- 
cuss it with President Coolidge. Soon 
thereafter it probably will find its way 
to congress, probably in the form ofa 
proposed bill, for consideration if con- 
gress decides to override President 
Coolidge’s veto of the bill passed at 
the last session increasing the salaries 
of postal employés. 

‘In the senate today a futile attempt 
was made to obtain an agreement to 
postpone until February @ vote on re- 
passing the vetoed bill. It already 
had been repassed over the veto in 
the house. 

Explains Proposed Delay. 

Senator Edge [Rep., N. J.], in charge 
of the bill, explained that the delay 
was sought in order to give time for 
consideration of increasing the rates 
on other mail. Senator Couzens [Rep., 
Mich.] objected and Senator Reed 
{[Dem., Mo.] declared that if he wanted 
to have the President’s veto sustained 
he would like nothing better than to 
have the vote connected with a pro- 
posal to increase the mailing rates on 
newspapers. 

“You will then have every news 
paper in the country, or practically all 
of them, here fighting the proposition 
to override the veto,” he said.

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SHULZ’S PLAN TO\ 
AMORTIZE DEBTS! 
GETS MORE LIGHT 
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BY SCRUTATOR. 

Senator Shulz of Milwaukee, not to 
know whom in that town is to argue 
one’s self unknown, dropped in the 
other day with some fresh dopé on 
his plan to amortize municipal debts. 
Readers of this column will perhaps 
recall that he PLoposes to have inter- 
est devour interest by setting up funds 
to accumulate it as an offset. 

The Milwaukee plan is interesting 
anyhow, and has been given lots of 
publicity. In discussing it the Senator 
who describes, himself as a “ Milwau- 
kee crank on the subject,” gets off 
something which ought to interest offi- 
clals of trust companies and their 
clients. 

> 


“The first objection against adopting 
financial methods to bring municipal'ties 
gradually out of debt, is, that future 
governing bodies will alienate and dis- 
sipate the fund,” he says. 

“My old friend Richard Price ran up 
against the same objection more than 
150 years ago. In his Appeal tto the 
Public he says, in his quaint and honest 
Way: 

“There is one objection which, prob- 
ably, has been often offering itself to 
every reader; and which, though I can- 
not answer it, I must mention. ‘ Sup- 
pose,” it will be said, ‘such a fund 
established, as has been here described’; 
or, which is the same, ‘ suppose the sink- 
ing fund restored. What security can 
be obtained for the faithful and in- 
violable application of it?’—Were I to pro- 
pose, in answer to this inquiry, guard- 
ing the sinking fund, by pains and penal- 
ties; and making all encroachments 
upon it, no less treason than an attempt 
to kill the king; I should be conscious 
of making a very vain proposal. For 
such a security would be only the se- 
curity of law; and this has been alrcady 
given without. effect. Parliaments can 
give no defense against themselves. Nor 
‘is there anything that one parliament 
can do, which a succeeding parliament, 
or-even the same parliament, may not 
undo. This, however, is an objection 
which our statesmen cannot make with 
a@uy decency ; because it implies a confes- 
gion that they must -not be expected to 
continue faithful to the public interest. 
And if this be indeed truc; if a suc- 
cession of such wise and honest admfi- 
istrations is impossible, as is necessary 
to execute a plan that requires steadi- 
ness of counsel for a course of years. 
and if, on this account, the kingdom 
must despair of ever seeing the sink- 
ing fund permanently and efficaciously 
restored—then, in the name of justice 
and humanity, let it be expunged from 
our public accounts; and let us not be 
any longer mocked with the shadow of 
an invaluable: blessing, once solemnly 
promised us; but which, it seems, for 
want of public virtue, we can never 
enjoy. ¥ 

“* But it is time to dismiss this sub- 
Gect,’ he finishes despairingly.
